Macdonald Students Must Live on Campus 



I was invited to attend a meeting of Ste* Annes Town Council 
as a representative of the Macdonald College student body and 
as a reporter for the Failt-Ye Times. This meeting had been 
called especially to discuss the problems posed by the proxim- 
ity of the college. to Ste. Annes„ 

Little time was wasted in formalities. I was at once aware of 
tension present in the room. It soon turned out that all the de- 
cisions had already been made and I was present only to be 
informed and not to offer any opinions. The grand notion that 
I would be able to sway them by reason of my superior intel- 
lect and oratory was rapidly dispelled. The meeting was cal- 
led to order and the mayor addressed himself directly to me (a 
little apologetically). He gave me the necessary background 
and ended with the statement, '*And so you see the students 
from the college are no longer welcome here.'' 

Apparently it all began when 
that now sorely missed rec- 
reation centre which was heav- 
ily patronized by the student 
body was still in its unoxi- 
dized form i.e. before Joe's 
was razed to the ground.

plaints about college stuaents 
returning to residence in var- 
ious states of intoxication, 
demonstrating varying de- 
grees of irresponsibility rang- 
ing from merely unruly be- 
haviour to downright vandal- 
ism. From these seeds of 
discontent general dissat- 
isfaction with the students 
seems to have sprung. This 
dissatisfaction ultimately 
found expression in a state- 
ment issued by the Property 
Owners Association of Ste. 
Annes which declared that stu- 
dents registered at the col- 
lege would no longer be per- 
mitted to take up residence 
anywhere within the town lim- 
its. Students would be requir- 
ed to vacate their apartments 



Some Ste. Annes commuters 
reacted without surprise. They 
felt the grubbiness of certain 
student occupied dwellings 
discouraged the local land- 
lords from letting to students. 

This most recent develop- 
ment poses one very serious 
problem which has undoubt- 
edly already entered your 
mind. WHERE ARE WE GO- 
ING TO LIVE? I approach- 
ed the administration to dis- 
cover what, if any, action was 
being considered in view of 
the imminent crisis. The im- 
mediate reaction was that the 
housing of students was nei- 
ther their responsibility nor 
their concern. I replied that 
I was aware of this attitude 



ing. My cause was no doubt 
aided by the fact that a sim- 
ilar resolution banning college 
students was being consider- 
ed by the City of Montreal. 
Administration undoubtedly 
feared the college would be 
doomed if the entire student 
population were forced to com- 
mute from outside the island 
of Montreal. The dean by this 
time thoroughly swayed by my 
convincing arguments sprang 
to action. His stern face mask- 
ing his emotions, he strode 
to the corner of his office, 
picked up a spade and walk- 
ed sedately to the middle of 
the oval where he formally 
broke ground for the new mens 
residence.

had their needs seen to. 

While the Dean regained his 
composure within the sanctu- 
ary of his inner office the 
rest of the assemblage be- 
gan to draw up measures which 
could be instituted to cover 
the critical period between 
now and the completion of the 
building. It is well known that 
at Macdonald College many 
years can pass from the form- 
ulation of a plan till its ul- 
timate realization. The pro- 
posals included the abolition 
of all single rooms . the util- 
ization of attic space and the 
placing of at least one more 
bed in each room. A rush 
order for bunk beds was put 
out and a trial is underway 
to determine the suitability 
of the washrooms as living 
space. A proposal to reduce 
the widths of the beds in or- 
der to allow more to be put 
in a room was set aside for 
further consideration. An in- 
teresting sidelight was brought 
up - namely that no more 
sheets need be purchased for 
the extra beds. It turns out 
that the present sheets will 
do nicely once they are cut 
in half. 

To the relief of all the 
married students the adminis- 
tration firmly stated that the 
"temporary'* huts would not 
be torn down this year. Each 
huts couple is being asked 
to take on two or more board- 
ers to help relieve the room 
shortage that would be impos- 
ed by trying to crowd all the 
male students into the one 
existing residence. 

The fault, dear students, 
lies not in our stars but in 
ourselves.

Following the lead given by 
Pat Soyer of Carlton University, 
Geoff Chislett announced the 
establishment of a police state 
at Macdonald College. Mr. Chis- 
lett has made overtures to Soyer 
with a view to union. Since the 
mechanics of our system are pat- 
terened directly after those out- 
lined by Boyer and his associ- 
ates. 

Mr. Chislett's official title is, 
"Lord Protector of Britain Hall". 

appoint Mr. Ian Nussey and Mr. 
R. Robinson as "Enforcers". 
Mr. Chislett proposed a radical 
amendment to the Men's /?es/- 
dence Committee Constitution in 
order to obtain authority for this 
move. The amendment specified 
the Lord Protector's term of of- 
fice to be "as long as He, in His 
wisdofn, sees fit". Provi sion was 
also made for the choosing of a 
legislature the members of 
which would be subject to the 
approval of the Lord Protec- 
tor. The amendment further 
stated that any of the deci- 
sions made by the legislature 
would not be binding upon His 
Excellency. The duty of the 
enforcers was defined as "the 
position which was empower- 
ed with the sole responsibil- 
ity of enforcing the laws of 
the association." At present 
our Lord Protector could only 
say that he was not in full 
agreement with Boyer' s pol- 
icy of collecting taxes from 
the student body and express- 
ed the hope that the revenue 
from fines would be sufficient 
to maintain the state. He has- 
tened to add. that the matter 
would have to receive further 
consideration. 

The incoming Residence 
Committee President Howard 
Baker has called an emer- 
gency meeting of the House 
Committee - apparently with 
the intent of organizing a coun- 
ter coup. I also have it from 
usually reliable sources that 
Baker has submitted a plea 
for a position with Chislett 
should he fail to arouse suf- 
ficient support and enthusiasm 
for his scheme. This even- 
tuality is considered likely. 
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Two Birds With One Stone 

As a result of the action token by the municipal authorities the 
Students' Council has taken its head and set up an investigating 
committee to see how much truth these is in the allegation that Mac 
students do in fact create general havoc in the village. The opinion 
of thi s board i s that the students do not, in fact, create scenes on the 
way home because if this were true the Ste. Annes* Police would 
have already been given another patrol car. 

The old saying "Kill two birds with one stone" can be applied 
here with slight modifications to read - ''investigate multiple ills 
with one committee'*. There ore several rumors afoot right now which 
ore being kept in the shade and no definite word has been received 
from the hierarchy of the College. We would strongly recommend to 
this "Royal Commission" that they investigate the veracity of the 
following situations as well as their "Student ejection from Ste 
Annes will be virtually impossible to obtain, the Residence fees 
are going up and women are still not going to be permitted to find 
accommodation elsewhere. Second, that the new and streamlined 
Recreation Centre Committee in Brittain Hall has worked out a 
system by which the area in question con be reserved. It requires 
only that reservations be made at least a term in advance and only 
275 requisition forms be made out and one of these copies be sent 
to the House of Lords. Third, that the security of the tunnel and 
locker space in Main Building has been increased, not by the in- 
creased closure of doors but by increasing the efficiency of the ex- 
isting security. 

It is the intent of this paper in future not to leave such questions 
unanswered, but to ferret out the whys and wherefores of similar 
problems and to print the answers obtained, and also to print infor- 
mation that was not jiven.

House Committee Met: 

Girls' Leaves Extended 

At a meeting of the House Committee last week, after the 
change of office, it was decided that the present system of 
leaves- was inadequate and should be immediately rectified. 
This problem is a recurring one at Mac and it is hoped that th 
new system will last longer than have the last two. 

One of the most annoying features of the old system was the 
fact that anyone wishing to take a leave or merely go to the 
coffee shop had to be out of residence before ten-thirty. This 
situation appeared even more preposterous when it wospsosible 
to stay out until eleven o'clock without taking a late leave. 
Accordingly, the rule has been changed so that anyone may 
enter or leave the Women's Residences until the hour of eleven. 
The practice of staying out until eleven o'clock without a leave 
will also be continued. 




The problem of no leaves 
for Sunday night has also been 
dealt with. It was felt that 
due to the increased number 
of activities taking place on 
Sunday evening and the dif- 
ficulty of arriving back in 
residence on time, late leaves 
should be set for Sunday. The 
same leaves would apply when 
returning from holidays. Aft- 
er much discussion it was a- 
greed that Sunday leaves would 
be the same as those for a 
weekday , however there is the 
possibility of changing this to 
the leaves for Friday and Sat- 
urday night. 

The new leave regulations 
will once more be based on 
seniority rather than age, with 
the exception of those twenty- 
one years old. who will be 
granted senior leaves. 

The first year students will 

be allowed a one o'clock leave 
every night and a one forty- 
five on Fridays and Saturdays. 
The leave cards will not have 
to be initialled and a card 
will not have to be submit- 
ted by those who leave the 
campus and return before el- 
even o'clock. 

Students in second year will 
be allowed one forty-fives ev- 
ery night of the week and two 
forty-fives on Fridays and Sat- 
urdays. 

Third year students and 
those in second year Educa- 
tion will be granted two forty- 
fives on weeknights and three 
forty-fives on Fridays and Sat- 
urdays. 

Students in their senior year 
and those twenty-one years 
old will be given a key to 
the residence and may come 
and go as they please. One 
stipulation is that any and all 
visitors leave the residence 
before eleven o'clock and do 
not enter thereafter. A sim- 
ilar program has been intro- 
duced at Carlton and Queens 
and it seems to be meeting 
with a great deal of success. 

All women will be allowed 
unlimited overnight leaves to 
the homes of relatives and 
friends so long as the phone 
number and address of the 
hostess is written on the leave 
card. Each student will also 
be allowed unlimited weekend 
leaves as is the present prac- 
tice. 

The committee is also stud- 
ying the possibility of instal- 
ling telephones in each of the 
rooms and arrangements have 
been made to install telephones 
in the rooms of all senior 
students. The installation 
should be completed this sum- 



mer, (incidentally, it was de- 
cided that no attempt would 
be made to match the tele- 
phones to the colour of the 
room). If the experiment is 
successful then Bell Telephone 
will place receivers in every 
room in both residences. 

At the same meeting, the 
committee authorized the in- 
stallation of a second set of 
washers and dryers for the 
laundry on each floor. This is 
an attempt to prevent break- 
downs due to the excessive 
work load for each machine. 
Extra hair dryers are also 
on order and steam irons are 
to be purchased for the laun- 
dry rooms. Despite the fact 
that it is difficult, well nigh 
impossible, to maintain the 
cooking utensils in the kitchen- 
ettes the committee has de- 
cided to equip them once more 

and trust the residents to use 
it carefully and leave the e- 
quipment where it belongs. 
Once the students prove that 
the utensils will not be dam- 
aged or stolen there is the 
possibility that Stewart Hall 
will have new sewing machines 
similar to those found in Laird 
Hall. 

It appears that the new Res- 
idence Committee is well on 
the way to making some dras- 
tic changes in residence life 
and we hope it will receive 
the cooperation it deserves.
